It 
may  be  as  well  to  mentiou  some  addi¬ 
tional  facts  in  regard  to  this  project 
Tbs  publisher  of  The  Record  was  waited 
a  poo  several  mouths  ago  by  Mr.  M.  H. 
Clark,  from  New  York  wbo  has  relatives 
residing  io  Bloomfield,  and  wbo,  being 
a  journalist,  wished  to  purchase  an 
established  newspaper  business  in  this 
town.  We  gave  him  tbs  price  at  which 
this  establishment  could  be  purobased. 
He  m*4s  so  offer  considerably  lower. 
No  arrangement  satisfactory  to  either 
party  baa  yet  been  made,  though  it  is 
possible  that  #  change  may  take  place, 
and  if  i|  does  tbs  patrons  of  The  Record 
will  lose  eothiog.  Mr.  Clark  is  liberally 
educated,  and  has  bad  cdty  experience  in 
journalism.  He  is  well  qualified  to  suc¬ 
ceed  in  the  ownership  and  editor-hip  of 
The  Bt-cokd.  Our  reason  chiefly  for 
being  \illing  to  dispose  of  this  business 
is  to  give  the  people  of  Bloomfield  sn

The  pardon  of  William  H.  Kero  bis  and 
his  associate  bribers  in  the  Railroad  Riot 
Bill  corruption  is  a  most  scandalous 
mockery  of  justice.

The  funeral  service*  lor  John  J.  Van 
Houten,  tbe  young  roan  who  was  shot
